USED IN TWO NIGHTS 


Luftwaffe Inflicts Heavy 
Damage in Southwest 
British Town Identified 
by Enemy as Exeter— 
12 Persons Killed. 


LONDON, April 25 (AP).—Ros- 
tock was battered fiercely last 
night in the Royal Air Force’s 
second successive 1000-mile round- 
trip flight against the big German 
Baltic war base and shipping cen- 
ter where the British reported 
more than 400 tons of explosives 
had been dropped in two attacks. 

The smashes at Rostock were 
said to have surpassed anything 
the German air force had dealt 
out to Britain. 

Meanwhile, Luftwaffe dive-bomb- 
ers, in retaliating night raids, killed 
at least 12 persons in a Southwest 


English city and destroyed the 
homes of hundreds of others by a 
rain of high explosives and fire 
bombs. 

The Air Ministry said British 
flyers, striking in clear weather 
with a good view of Rostock tar- 
gets, blasted the Heinkel aircraft 
works with heavy bombs and left 
huge fires burning in the Neptune 
shipyards. 

New Day Assaults. 

This was one of a series of night 
operations which cost a total of 
three planes. Royal Air Force 
souadrons took to the air again 
by daylight to strike at Nazi bases 
across the English channel. 

Docks at Dunkerque were raided 
anew and air fields in France and 
the Low Countries were attacked 
by night by aircraft of the bomber 
and fighter commands, the Air 
Ministry said. 

The Polish wing operating with 
the R. A. F. shot down five 
Focke-Wulf 190s in a sweep this 
morning without loss to itself, and 
American-built Douglas bombers, 
escorted by Spitfires, attacked tar- 
gets in the Cherbourg and Dun- 
kerque areas. One British bomber 
and two fighters were missing

Exeter Attacked, Nazis Say. 

In the Nazi-battered southwest 
English area air raid. precautions 
crews worked from midnight on 
into the day, seeking trapped vic- 
tims in one town. 

Among the dead were a number 
of evacuated teachers. One of En- 
gland’s most famous schools was 
damaged. The pupils were on va- 
cation, but members of the head- 
master’s family and two maids 
Were killed. .

Sailors on Rescue Vessel 
Assert They Destroyed 
One Submarine, 
Perhaps Two.

NORFOLK, Va., April 25 (AP).— 
An American cargo-passenger ship 
was sunk off the Atlantic Coast 
Tuesday night after a torperdo and 
shelling attack by thrge Axia sub- 
marines had set it blazing furiously 
from stem to stern. 

The Navy said nine passengers 
and five crew members were miss- 
ing and presumed lost from among 


the 104 passengers and crew of 79. 

The Navy announcer simulta- 
neously that a medium-sized Amer- 
ican cargo ship, carrying one pas- 
senger and a crew of 47, had been 
sunk last Sunday night. Eighteen 
men on this vessel were rescued by 
the same ship that picked up sur- 
vivors of the cargo-passenger ship. 
Three men were missing and pre- 
sumed lost, and 27 others who 
safely launched a lifeboat had not 
been reported as rescued to the 
Navy. 


Lawrence W. Earle, 18-year-old 
son of Pennsylvania’s former Gov. 
George H. Earle, who was among 
the 169 survivors of the cargo- 
passenger ship who were landed at 
Norfolk, said the crew of their res- 
cue vessel told him they had ¢er- 
tainly destroyed one of the under- 
sea raiders and believed they had 
destroyed another. ‘ 


Ninety-five of this ship’s pas- 
sengers and 74 crewmen were res- 
cued after being adrift for 18 hours 
in six lifeboats, 

Captain Goes Down. 
Capt, Robert W. Hart of Ruther- 
ford, N. J., remained on the bridge 
and went down with his ship, 
Earle told newsmen in an inter- 
view at Brith Sholom, Jewish so- 
cial center, where the American 
Red Cross hastily set up cots and 
served meals for the survivors, 
most of whom were Puerto Ricans. 


Réscued with young Earle, who: 
was en route to visit a relative in 
the eWst Indies, was Harry. King 
Jr., 18, of New York, whose father 
is a member of the War Produc- 
tion Board. Survivors also included 
a honeymooning pair, William R. 
Henry, 21, of New York and his 
23-year-old bride, Blanche. Henry 
is a painter. He said he lost eight 
oil paintings in the sinking. 


“There was very little confusion, 
considering the ~ circumstances,” 
Earle said in describing how the 
ship was abandoned. The men | 
were “very courteous” in getting 
the ‘women and children in the 
lifeboats first. 

Trailed by Submarines. 

King said he saw submarines 


following the ship throughout the

One of the attacking submarines 
fired a torpedo.into the passenger 
ship’s port side just aft of amid-, 
ship, Earle said. The raiders 
waited until about 15 minutes after 
the last of the six lifeboats had 
been launched and then pumped 
about 30 shells into the vessel.

TO REGISTRATION 
OFFICES EARLY 


Older Men Appear to Be 
More Serious and Pur- 
poseful Than Previous 
Registrants.

Draft registration places in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County were 
swamped by early registrants to- 
day as men 45 through 64 years of 
age, many of them veterans of the 
World War, began enrolling under 
the present Selective Service Act. 

A check of representative draft 
boards indicated that about 20,- 
000 men had registered by‘2 p. m. 
A total registration of about 125,- 
000 is expected in the city and 
county in the three-day enroll- 
ment period. ° 


Most of the boards estimated 
their registration so far was about 
50 per cent greater than that in 
the corresponding period of the 
February registration, when the 
city and- county total was 84,000. 
That registration was for all men 
20 through 44 years of age who 
had not previously registered, 


In contrast with the wise-crack- 
ing, curious crowds of younger 
men in the three earlier registra- 
tions, most draft boards reported 
their new registrants appeared seri- 
ous and purposeful. asking few 
questions as they gave the neces- 
sary information to volunteer reg- 
istrars and received their registra- 
tion cards,

tailed quéstionnaires on their oc- 
cupational experiences and. abili-' 
ties, to be mailed to them later. 


Eager to Enroll. 


The men appeared eager to 
most of the 141 registration places 
established by the 39 city and 
county draft boards men were 
waiting in line when the offices 
opened at 9 o'clock. 

The registration places, which 
were listed in yesterday’s and 
Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, will re- 
main open until 5 o’clock today, 


open from 9 a. m. until 5 p. m, to- 
morrow. On Monday, the official 
registration day for the nation, 
all enrollment bureaus will remain 
open from 7 a. m, until 9 p. m. 

At the Clayton draft board of- 
fice, where many prominent. busi- 
ness and professional men living 
in the Ladue area were enrolled, 
there was an air of joviality as the 
registrants greeted one another as 
members of the “gray-haired bri- 
gade.”

Many soldiers and sailors in 
uniform were in the crowd which 
filled the sidewalks on Washing- 
ton avenue east from Sixteenth 
street as the parade began.

There are other East Side plants with less stub- 
born smoke problems. With some good will, these 
might well be solved before another heating season 
rolis ‘round. St. Louis would be grateful. And so, 
we are sure, would be the residents of the East Side.

Answers Objections to Staggered Hours. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
TAGGERED working hours to re- 

. lieve rush-hour traffic congestion and 
transportation difficulties should meet 

with approval of employers, employes 
and the public generally. 

The peak public transportation load 
has always been a problem, but it has 
increased tremendously with the expan- 
sion in industrial activity in the St. Louis 
area and the reduction in use of private 
automobiles since the beginning of tire 
rationing. 

Opposition of the three big depart- 
ment stores to this obviously necessary 
program is difficult to understand. In- 
dications are that other members of the 
Associated Retailers are willing to co- 
operate in the effort. 

The statement of the big three that 
they realize remaining open 45 minutes 
later would lead to increased sales vol- 
ume, but that, in their opinion, the inter- 
ests of the community in the existing 
emergency can best be served by the 
present store hours, fails to convince the 
average member of the public. Similar 
programs of staggering working hours 
have been put into effect in many of the 
other large cities. 

Recent rerouting of bus lines in the 
downtown area have been made so as to 
be particularly convenient for shoppers 
at Famous-Barr and Stix, Baer & Fuller, 
and, of course, beneficial to the two 
stores. Three of the heaviest traveled 
lines, namely Lindenwood, Gravois and 
Tower Grove, pass by the doors of these 
two stores not once but twice, resulting 
in the heaviest congestion on Sixth and 
Seventh streets of any downtown 
thoroughfare. 

Since these changes in routing are of 
great benefit to these stores, it is dif- 
ficult to understand why they should op- 
pose a sound plan for the alleviation of 
traffic congestion. 

The large department stores hold the 
key to the solution of the rush-hour traf- 
fic snarls in that, by staying open until 
5:45 p. m., not only their own thousands 
of employes will be kept out of the 5 p. 
m. peak, but a large number of other 
employed people will be induced to stay 
downtown 45 minutes longer than other- 
wise to shop, thus further leveling the 5 
Pp. m. peak. 

That it would be to the benefit of the 
stores cannot be doubted, as the stores 
admit, because their own peak hour at 
noon would be lessened. Employed per- 
sons could wait until after working hours 
to shop, instead of trfing to compress 
their shopping into a short lunch hour. 

No great hardship would be caused em- 
ployes of the stores in loss of daylight 

recreation hours because under “war 
time,” they are permitted to go home one 
hour earlier by the sun than formerly. 
By remaining open until 5:45 p. m., they 
would still have 15 minutes more of day- 
light than before. 

Staggered hours will not interfere with 
President Roosevelt’s plan to conserve 
electric power by the institution of “war 
time.” Electric power must be available 
to meet peak loads, and staggering hours 
of industry will level off the peak loads. 

I feel confident that, after further re- 
flection by the executives of the depart- 
ment stores, a satisfactory plan of co- 
operation can and will be worked out.

The Mirrer 
It has been recently revealed that the Union Elec- Publie > 
tric Co. two years ago paid $240,000 to get out of a 
contract which required it to buy 200,000 tons of un- 
satisfactory coal a year. And the present administra- 
‘tion considers the price a cheap one for escaping this 
bleeding. 

The agreement, never reported to Union Electric 
stockholders, but disclosed by the SEC, is just an- 
other sample of the holding-company technique. The 
old Illinois Power & Light Corporation, predeces- 
sor of Union Electric’s affiliate, Illinois-Iowa Power 
Co., entered into this contract to buy coal each year 
“as long as the coal was mined” from an 8000-acre 
‘tract adjoining a railroad under the control of the 
McKinley electric system. 

Union Electric engineers were dissatisfied with 
the arrangement from the moment they inherited it, 
yet, under the policy of the North American Co.— 
the Harrison Williams setup dominating Union Elec- 
tric—they could do nothing about it. The company 
went on buying this coal, even though its operating 
experts said it might as well be dumped in the river 
for all the value it had in a modern plant like that 
at Cahokia. 

.Had there been no change in affairs at Twelfth 
and Locust, this contract might still be in force, to 
the detriment of Union Blectric stockhelders and 
customers, but to the benefit of the holding-company 
network. The high price paid for getting rid of the 
incubus is another item in the penalties for such 
control.

Frederick will not have the title, 
or that of Assistant Chief of the 
White House Secret Service detail, 
as did Qualters, 
, Frederick, who has been with 
the Secret Service since 1913 and 
én the White Mouse force since

Qualters, a former Notre Dame 
football player who came to the 
White House from the Massachu- 
setts state police, will enter the 
Army as a Captain May 1.

The St. Louis Teachers’ Co-op- 
erative Council announced today 


its opposition to a proposed new 
salary schedule that would reduce 
maximum pay for public high 
school teachers and administrators 
and recommended, instead, that no 
reductions be made and that the 
salaries of elementary teachers be 
increased. : | 

In a report drawn by a council 
committee; which has studied the 
proposed schedule for two weeks, 
objection is made to the reduction ' 
of any salaries because of in- 
creased living costs. Salaries of 
elementary teachers, it is pointed 
out, should be brought into line 
with those received by others in 
instructional positions. 

The schedule prepared by George 
R. Johnson, director of personne} 
for the Board of Education, pro- 
vides that maximum ‘salaries of 
high school teachers be reduced 
from $4000 a year to $3600 and 
that the maximum pay of ele- 
mentary teachers be increased 
from $2700 a year to $3000. 

“Detrimental to Morale.” 

The committee’s report states 
that Johnson’s proposals “contain 
features that are so detrimental 
to the morale of the teaching 
force and the welfare of the pub- 
lie school system as to render the 
schedule unacceptable in its pres- 
ent form.” - 

Noting that the effect of John- 
son’s schedule would be to reduce 
the instructional department’s sal- 
ary budget by $235,000 in 15 years, 
the committee says: “It is our con- 
tention that that salary appropria- 
tion is at present proportionately 
low. We hold that this appropria- 
tion must not be lowered at all, 
but rather that it must be in- 
creased in order that our salary 
schedule may be satisfactorily re- 
vised.” 

“Super-Maximum” Salaries. 

Objections also are raised to a 
proposal to designate salaries above 
a certain level as “super-maxi- 
mum,” subject at any time to re- 
duction in order to meet budgetary 
conditions, This, it is stated, would 
“jeopardize” the salaries of 51 per 
cent of the teaching corps. 

The council objected to the 
“sudden injection of new training 
requirements” included in John- 
son’s schedule, on the ground that 
teachers are not given ample time 
to secure the required training. 
Approval was given by the coun- 
cil to provisions for a “single 
salary schedule through the mas- 
ter’s degree,” smaller annual in- 
crements in the upper levels, and 
the abolition of teachers’ classifi- 
cation ranks, 


ENVOY DENIES FINNISH TROOPS 
ARE FIGHTING NEAR MOSCOW 


Says All Forces of Country Are 
on Fronts Near National ‘ 
. Boundaries. 
WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP).— 
Hjalmar J. Procope, Finnish Min- 
ister to the United States, denied 
yesterday Russian reports that 
Finnish troops had been trans- 
ferred to the Kalinin front, north- 
west of Moscow, where Nazi forces 
are fighting the Red Army. 
Asserting that “no Finnish 
troops are fighting on the Kalinin 
front,” Procope said that “all 
troops of the republic are engaged 
on fronts not far from the terri- 
torial boundaries of Finland. Fin- 
nish volunteers, enlisted, as far as 
I know, in the German Army prior 
to the Russian attack on Finland 
in June, 1941, cannot be termed as 
Finnish troops, as they do not 
stand under the command of Fin- 
nish authorities and have entered 
in foreign service on their own re- 
sponsibility.” 


[3360 BRITISH ARMY OFFICERS 


REPLACED BY YOUNGER MEN 


LONDON, April 25 (AP)—A 
drive to place younger officers in 
more active positions in the Brit- 
ish Army has caused 1760 officers 
over 45 to leave the service and 
transfer of 1600 to less rigorous 
duties, the War Office announced 
today. : 

They were among 16,000 men 
over 45 holding rank below Lieu- 
tenant Colonel reviewed under or- 
ders from War Secretary Percy 
James Grigg for elimination of ad- 
ministrative misfits. All the rest 
were reported retained. 

One observer said the figures 
were given to answer allegations 
that thousands of officers over 45 
had been ‘purged at a time when 
Britain needed experienced milli- 
tary leaders.

WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP),.— 
Discounting reports that the mari- 
time construction program was 
lagging seriously, Senator Bailey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, asserted 
today that the United Nations 
were fast forging the weapons 
which would smash the Axis by 
outbuilding Germany and Japan 
in ships and planes.

«activity, he will be put in 3-A. 

The first men to be classed in 3-B 
will be those between the ages of 
35 and 44, inclusive, who registered 
Feb. 16. General reconsideration 
of present 3-A classifications to de- 
termine 3-B eligibility will not be 
made until classification of the 
Feb. 16 group has been completed. 

Dependency Rating Exception. 

The regulations announced the 
dependency rating in the new class 
or in 3-A would not apply in cases} - 
of recent marriage and “in cases 
where the dependency status was 
acquired on or after Dec. 8, 1941, 
or acquired when induction was 
imminent or for the primary pur- 
pose of providing a basis for de- 
pendency deferment, pregnancy, 
birth, or acquiring a child.” 

Likewise, class 3-A or 3-B will not 
be given to men whose dependents, 
such as working wives who had 
been providing their own support 
adequately, voluntarily quit work 
for the primary purpose of afford- 
ing a basis for dependency de- 
ferment.

Convalescing at home the last 
three weeks, he had gone for an 
automobile ride Wednesday and 
had planned another Sunday. <A 
few minutes before noon jyester- 
day, however, he was stricken and 
died, apparently from a heart ail- 
ment. He was 58 years old. 

Blackburn became Louis’ train- 
er soon after the Brown Bomber 
turned professional, guided him to 
an eight-round knockout and cham- 
pionship victory over Jim Brad- 
dock in 1937, and had been in Joe’s 
corner in 20 fights since. He be- 
came ill -with pneumonia shortly 
before the Abe Simon bout, March 
17. 

Blackburn previously had trained 
such ranking fighters as Sammy 
Mandell, Bud Taylor and John 
Henry Lewis. 

Blackburn himself fought as a 
lightweight from around 1900 until 
1923. In that time he lost only two 
of his 92 fights. His first defeat 
came in 1904 from the great Joe 
Gans; his second in 1923, against 
Roy Pelkey in Los Angeles, as 
Blackburn attempted a comeback. 

Born in 1883 in Versailles, Ky., 
as Charles Henry Blackburn, he is 
survived by his widow, Laura; a 
stepson, a brother, John, of In- 
dianapolis, and a sister.

Progress in 
Treating Rare 
~ Eye Disease 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


NE of my readers has been 
terested in the statement she 

saw in the newspapers that a 
prominent lecturer had been cured 
of aniseikonia and wanted me to 
explain something of the nature of 
a disease and the way it is treat- 


Aniseikonia is a very rare and 
peculiar disease of the eyes in 
which the patient apparently loses 
his ability to maintain normal 
binocular vision. We have very 
little knowledge of how we manage 
to achieve binocular vision. 

It is probable that a baby look- 
ing at a certain object sees two 
objects and sees them upside down. 
Somehow or other in the course of 
the first six months of life we are 
able to train our eyes so that we 
reverse the image so that it is 
right side up, we fuse the two 
images so that we see only one 
and we also see perspective. In 
other words, we see the object in 
spatial relation to depth.

WHEN THESE FUNCTIONS get 
disturbed they are often difficult, 
but sometimes easy to correct. For 
instance, the external muscles may 
become paralyzed which would 
throw the eyes off balance and 
cause double vision. This can be 
corrected by glasses, but the trouble 
in aniseikonia is that the individ- 
ual sees two images of unequal 
size. For instance, looking at a 
chair, he not only sees two chairs, 
but one of them is larger than the 
other. 

This obviously cannot be cor- 
rected with any simple form of 
glasses and oculists have been 
studying it for 15 or 20 years 
without making a great deal of 
progress until recently.” The credit 
for the successful correction of 
aniseikonia belongs to Dr. Adelbert 
Ames Jr. at the Dartmouth Eye 
Institute in Hanover, N. H. 


The individual with aniseikonia 
is subject to a large number of 
other troubles with his eyes. He 
is likely to be sensitive to light, 
to have car and train sickness, 
pain in his eyes, and naturally he 
has excessive nervousness and is 
either unable to read at all or un- 
able.to read over long periods. 

A number of physicians have felt 
that a large part of this condition 
is due to neurasthenia and can be 
corrected by psychology. They have 
not, however, had a great deal of 
success in treating cases in this 
way.

IT IS UNNECESSARY and it 
would be confusing to attempt to 
explain the methods which Dr. 
Ames and his associates and a few 
other clinics in the United States 
have used. Suffice it to say that 
he uses lenses of considerable com- 
plexity; some of them fit over 
other lenses and some of them are 
lenses which are known as doublet 
lenses—two lenses separated by an 
air space. The most successful 
lens used today is the so-called 
laminated bitoric bifocal lens. 


It is not to be expected that the 
details of these treatments will be 
understood by the average reader 
of this article. My only purpose 
in writing it is to tell those who 
have been afflicted for some time 
and who may have been discour- 

that at the present time ad- 
ces have been made in the diag- 
gostic classification of the disease 
and that there is treatment by 
lenses which will render them able 
to have normal or nearly normal 
vision. ‘ 


The fact that the lenses are a 
good deal of trouble and require 
considerable care and are quite ex- 
pensive is of no consequence to 
the patient with aniseikonia be- 
cause the disability is such as prac- 
tically to disable him.

It will be 
more successful as well as lovelier 
to look at if served in layers, first 
one of bright rhubarb, then one of 
smooth yellow custard. When cus- 
tard and rhubarb are mixed, much 
of the color is lost and the custard 
is likely to curdle to some extent. 

BRhubarb Custard. 

One pound rhubarb; one table- 
spoon water; three-fourths cup su- 
gar; one tablespoon cornstarch; 
one-fourth cup dry milk solids, one 
and one-half cups water; one-eighth 
teaspoon salt; one and one-half 
tablespoons cornstarch, two eggs, 
beaten. 

Wash rhubarb; discard leaves 
and cut stems in one inch lengths. 
Add water, cover and cook . until 
rhubarb is soft. Mix one-half cup 
sugar with one tablespoon corn- 
starch and stir into rhubarb. Stir 
constantly over low heat until sauce 
thickens. Remove from heat. 
Sprinkle milk solids over water in 
top of double boiler and beat with 
a rotary egg beater two minutes. 
Add remaining sugar, salt, and 
one and one-half tablespoons corn- 
starch and cook over direct heat, 
stirring constantly, until mixture 
boils and thickens. Slowly stir in 
the beaten eggs and stir while 
heating over hot water for two min- 
utes, When both custard and rhu- 
barb are cool, place a layer of 
each in individual dishes, chill, 
and serve. Four servings.
